London, .luly as.— The attendance at 
the trial of Dr, Jameson and his asso- 
ciates was never so great aa to-day. The 
opening part of Lord Russell's summing 
up, however, and his two hours' re- 
capitulation of the evidence was bore- 
some, and even Dr. Jameson, probably 
the most interested of all present, in- 
dulged in a series of eat-naps, while the 
other defendants were dozing at times. 
Besides Sir Richard Webster and his 
associates were clearly wearied and 
lolled about, and .Sir Edward Clarke 
alone showed tiny eiuns of nervousness. 
He frowned frequently at Lord Russell's 
emphasis against the prisoner. As for 
the jury, composed with two exceptions 
of elderly men, there was no doubt, that 
they were bored. The ladies, of whom 
there were a great number in the court, 
fanned themselves wearily while trying 
to catch glimpses of tho defendants. 
The hitter, while the jury was out, re- 
tired to the tea room, where they held a 
reception of their lady friends and rela- 
tives, all of whom had high hopes of the 
acquittal of tho prisoners. 

The jury tt'ter 'having retired at about 
-1:30 returned at about 5:24 and were 
hastily summoned to take their places. 
The judges came in live minutes later 
and the jurymen gave an offirmative an- 
swer to all the questions which had been 
propounded to them by the Chief Jus- 
tice, but they atlded a rider to the effect 
that the disturbances at Johannesburg 
were provocative. Lord Russell then 
directed that their answers were equiva- 
lent to a verdiet of guilty, but the fore- 
man said that they' were not un- 
animous upon that point. Thereupon 
His Lordship repeated that the answers 
of the jurymen to the questions pro- 
pounded were equivalent to a verdict of 
guilty against all the defendants. 

The jury then consulted together for 
about three minutes, and afterwards 
rendered a verdiet of guilty. Dr. Jame- 
son and his co-defendants were appar- 
ently unmoved when the verdiet had 
been rendered, and Sir Edward Clarke 
asked the court for, permission to move 
for a new trial. Tint judges afterwards 
retired for Consultation, and during their 
ahsen -e Sir Fdwartl Clarke and the de- 
fendants consulted together with the 
result, that when the judges returned, 
Sir Edward Clarke said that in view of 
the verdict rendered the defendants re- 
fused to instruct for a new trial and ex- 
pressed a desire to have the ease settled. 

Lord Russell said the verdiet was 
given on evidence which no reasonable 
man would he able to disregard. All 
the defendants, he added, were men of 
position and intelligence, holding |K*si- 
tions under the Queen, and their crime 
had the gravest consequences, including 
death to some and injury to others, 
while the future consequences of their 
I crime no one was yet able to forsee. 
Continuing, the Lord Chief Justice said 
that although they all took part in the 
raid the -court must distinguish between 
them in the punishment awarded for 
their guilt. His Lordship then passed 
sentence upon the prisoners. Dr. 
Jameson was sentenced to fifteen 
months' imprisonment witiiout rubor. 
.Major Bar John Willoughby was sen- 
tenced to ten months' imprisonment, 
and Cap). Henry F, Coventry (son of 
the Karl of Coventry), Col. R. Gray and 
Col. H. E. White were sentenced to five 
months' - imprison merit. 

Dr. Jameson, who had hitherto hunir 
down hienhead, looked up rigidlv when 
sentence 4iad been passed, and the other 
defendants looked hard at the Lord 
Chief Justice. Very soon after the-sen- 
teneing formalities had been completed

THE BROTHERHOOD OF MAN. 

To the Editor: — 1 am not by any 
means an admirer of Alderman Macmil- 
lan, but 1 could not help respecting him 
lor the stand he took Monday evening 
on the Chinese labor question, particu- 
larly when contrasted with the course 
pursued by Aid. Marchant, who some- 
time?, I understand, presumes to i>e a 
teacher of Christianity. 

It was the fashion not very long ago 
of men who were in the van of the Labor 
movement to talk a great deal about the 
Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood 
of Man, both essential principles of 
Christianity, one as much as the other. 
The agitators, like Alderman Marchant, 
have quietly dropped the doctrine of the 
brotherhood of man because, as I believe, 
it was too glaringly inconsistent with 
their attitude towards the Chinese and 
non-union white men whom, if they had 
their way, they would exclude from the 
pale of humanity ami deprive of any 
opportunity of earning an honest liveli- 
hojd. 

Having dropped the doctrine of the 
brotherhood of man, these pretended 
lovers of tneir kind — these professed 
Christian agitators — said very little 
about the fatherhood of God, for they are 
logical enough to see that the two prin- 
ciples are inseparably connected. If one 
is denied, either in theory or in practice, 
the other is also necessarily denied. 
Alderman Macmillan, to his credit be it 
said, has the courage and the honesty to 
assert, under difficult circumstances and 
against his own interests as a member of 
the city council, the doctrine of the 
brotherhood of man, and it follows that 
he still holds to the principle of the 
fatherhood of God. Alderman Marchant 
by his voice and his vote denied the 
brotherhood of man as far as the Chi- 
nese are concerned. Having done this, it 
is disgustingly inconsistent in him to 
prate about the fatherhood of God. 
There is, if I recollect rigid, a passage 
somewhere in the New Testament to 
this effect: "Ha man do not love his 
brother whom he has seen, how can he 
pretend to love the Lord whom he has 
not seen? "

A Captain, His Wife and 
Second Mate Brutally 
Butchered.

Further Particulars of the Sicken- 
ing Deeds Perpetrated on the 
Bark " Fuller." 



The barque Herbert Fuller, bound 
from Boston for Rosnrio, put into Hali- 
fax on the morning of the 22nd inst., 
towing a small boat. In tbu boat were 
the bodies of three murdered people. On 
board the barque was a man heavily 
ironed, bus pec ted of the awful crime. 
The tale the remaining survivors of the 
crew have to tell is the worst since the 
brutal crime on hoard the StiUldin half 
a century ago was reported, ami for 
which four men were executed in this 
city. 

The dead are Capt. Nash, in com- 
mand ; his wife, and the second mate, 
August Blandberg. The man suspected 
of the awful deed is Charles Bnrne, the 
first mate of the Fuller. The motive is 
shrouded in mystery. 

The Herbert Fuller sailed from Bos- 
ton week belore last, under command of 
Captain Nash, who was accompanied by 
his wife. She was hound to Rosnrio 
■with a cargo of lumber. The murder oc- 
curred at two o'clock on the morning of 
the 14th instant. Details of the crime 
are difficult to secure, as the crew ami a 
passenger, Lester H. Monck, of Boston, 
have all been placed under arrest pend- 
ing an investigation, and warned not to 
talk by Unite. I States Consul Ingraham. 
The two most important witnesses are 
the passenger, Lester H. Monck, and a 
sailor named Brown, who was at the 
wheel at the time the murders are said 
to have occurred. 

THE l'ASSK.NGEH'S STORY. 

Monk occupied a stateroon next to 
that occupied by Captain and Mrs. 
Nash. He says that he heard a woman 
scream, and someone run on deck. He 
ran out, revolver in hand, and up to the 
deck, where he met the mate, and there 
they faced one another. The mate also 
had a drawn revolver. Then they spoke 
and said to one another that a murder 
must have been committed. 

Seaman Brown, who was at the wheel 
when Leslie Monck, the passenger, was 
awakened by Mrs. Nash's death shriek 
and discovered the murders, has made a 
statement which is very damaging to 
Barne. He says that from his position 
nt the wheel he could see through a win- 
dow in the chart-room, where Captain 
Nash slept , ami that lie saw the captain 
roll from his couch, while Barne stood 
over him and struck him w ith an axe as 
he lay on tin; floor. It is believed that 
the second mate, August Hlanhuig, was 
the first victim, Captain Nash the sec- 
ond, and the latter's >\ iie the third. 

Pilot, William White Uarded the 
Fuller in the mnrning six miles south 
southeast of Devd's Island. At that time 
she was bending that way, but before he 
got to her, her helm was put down and 
the vessel headed off shore. He imme- 
diately surmised there was something 
wrong; hud Ihu vessel been in charge 
of its proper navigator she would not 
have acted ho quoerly. Vs Mr. White 
neared the ship and rowed around the 
stern, those on hoard told him to "be 
careful of that boat astern, as it con- 
tained corpses." He then asked what 
was the matter, and the steward, who 
was apparently in charge, said ; "There 
lias been murder aboard," and that the 
boat contained the bodies of the cap- 
tain, his wife and the second mate- 
Pilot White brought the ship into the 
stream and she was boarded by Capt. 
Stewart, of the government steamer 
Argus, who on hearing what had oc- 
curred, put hack to shore as rapidly as 
possible and informed the chief of police. 

Till: SCENE OF THE MURDKKS. 

Shortly alter 11 o'clock the tug Argus 
came alongside with Medical Examiner 
Finn, Detective Power, Deputy Chief 
Nickerman, Sergt. Lehan and Police 
Officer Goulding. The cabin door was 
then unlocked aud the officials and re- 
porters entered. Here a horrible sight 
met their gaze. Passing down the stairs 
through the forward companion, the 
first door opening on the starboard side, 
was the room that had been occupied by 
the ill-fated second mate. The bed tick- 
ing which bad been of a light colored 
material was dyed n dark red, and every- 
thing about the place was in disorder. 
Passim; from there to the next room the 
sight, if anything, was more horrible than 
in the second mate's room. The bed 
was sticking to tin; side of the cabin with 
gore which had soaked through onto the 
floor. On the bed were numerous locks 
of dark mown hair which had been 
chopped from the head of the victim by 
the murderer, as he must have re- 
peatedly struck the poor woman on the 
head with tin* axe. Two yellow garters 
were on the bed and about the room 
were various articles of wearing apparel. 

The place h hero the captain met his 
death was in the after cabin or chart 
bouse. Here he h id slept.ou a stretcher, 
ho as to be ready at any moment to go 
on deck when called. This room was 
strewn with books, papers and other 
articles, and looked as though a struggle 
had taken place between the murderer 
and his intended victim. The stretcher 
was overturned, but the bed was not 
Boaked in blood as in the ol her two cases, 
there being more blood on the carpet 
and pillinr than on the bed, showing 
that in his struggles the captain must 
have overturned the bed, and was then 
put to death while on the floor, The 
ceiling of this room is spattered with 
blood. The captain's log book was found 
in this room, and in it was an entry 
after the murder. It was dated Wednes- 
day, July 15. The reporter started to 
take it down, but before ho finished 
Detective Power took the book away 
and refused further perusal of it. As 
far as the reporter got, the entry was as 
follows: " This day, 6:30 p.m., the 
steward tf 1 *" 1 ' to mo and told me the 
sailors {'"'""June and made a statement 
to bin, "Y^Fference to a sailor named 
Ohij- , TO.Vrnes' conduct of guilt in re- 
kitiL jK'rothe murder which took place on 
*t ward . I ai once got each man's state- 
ment. Then, upon the strength of those 
statements, we concluded to put him in 
irons at day break. At 7 p.m. all hands 
wore mustered aft. and thoroughly 
searched, anil no other weapon was given 
them but their knives', Each man was

Resignation of the Colonial Revenue Board 
—Sunk in Collision. 

St. John's, NQd., July 27.— The col- 
onial revenue board resigned to-day, 
owing to differences with the govern- 
ment in regard to prosecuting smugglers. 

Two French fishing crews report, that 
the schooner Anna Mario with '21 men 
sank in a collision with the schooner 
Paciflque, and that the schooner 
Tedel with fifteen men foundered. The 
French crews were landed here to-day, 
having been picked up adrift in dories.

then placed a certain distance apart from 
the other on the all; r- house. Myself, 
the steward and pa R-enger were placed 
around the ship." 

After Barne had been ironed by the 
crew he was placed on the deck aft, close 
to the wheel, and lashed with ropes 
The room in which the passenger slept 
was between the wife's stateroom and 
the cabin in which the captain slept, a 
door opening between. 

DREW AND PASSENGER ARRESTED. 

After a short examination the police 
placed the crew ami the passenger under 
arrest, conveying them ashore and lock- 
ing them up in three different sections 
of the city hall station. The boat, with 
its gruesome cargo, was then towed 
ashore, accompanied by quite a flotilla 
of craft. Thousands of people pressed 
forward to get a look at her load of 
corpses, and the police experienced great 
difficulty in keeping the crowd hack and 
leaving a clear space for the undertaker 
and his assistants. The top of the bout 
was completely eovered with canvas 
sheeting, carefully tied with hawser 
rope. It was lashed and re-lashed, and 
it was several minutes before it could be 
opened. When the boat was brought 
alongside the wharf the stench was 
frightful, and these nearest the water 
hastened away. As the bodies were 
lifted out of the boat to be carried to the 
undertaker's wagon, many of those who 
remained turned away unable to stand 
tin; sight. The inside of the boat was 
covered with slime, in which the re- 
mains of the woman and two men had 
lain for over a week, with decomposition 
in rapid progress. They were wrapped 
in white shrouds, which were soaked 
with slime, salt water, blood and decay- 
ing matter. It took twenty minutes to 
transfer them to the undertaker's wagon 
in which they were driven to the 
morgue, 

The scene around Undertaker Snow's 
from the time the bodies wero taken 
there until they were removed to the 
morgue, was one of excitement and 
intense morbid curiosity. The under- 
taker had stationed a man at, the 
door, who allowed the people to enter 
in single lile, pass through to the rear 
room, view the remains and then pass 
out by a back door. One of Mr. Snow's 
men said ho thought several thousands 
viewed the bodies this morning and 
afternoon. As they lay there frightfully 
mutilated, the spectator could not look 
at them without a shudder of horror. 
The dead woman was in a frightful state, 
her face being literally hacked to pieces. 
Here husband, and the mate were also 
hacked dreadfully. The three murdered 
persons were all struck on the head with 
the blade of the axe. Mrs. Nash must 
have tried to ward off the blow, as both 
her arms are cut at the wrist nearly 
through. 

FIRST MATE SUSPECTED. 

The police are working on the theory 
that First Mate Barne was the leader in 
the commission of the terrible tragedy, 
if not the only one involved in theerime. 
Passeger Monk, who is a Harvard stu- 
dent, belongs to Boston, where his father 
is a large dealer in real estate. Mr. 
Monk, sr., is a friend of H. M. Whitney, 
who has telegraphed to several Halifax 
people some information regarding the 
high character of the young man. 
The latter was on a trip to South Amer- 
ica for the benefit of his health, but has 
not been much benefited so far. Since the 
murder he had bad very little sleep. 
He, however, managed to Eecure a few 
hours' rest on a couch in t ho office of the 
chief of police. With the exception of 
this period he has been engaged with the 
police talking over the case since the 
time he was brought ashore with the 
crew this morning. He is a gentlemanly 
young man of good address He says 
the next time he takes a trip for bis 
health he will travel by land or in some 
other way than on a sailing vessel. He 
expects "that bv the time the trial is 
ended his vacation will he over and be 
will have to return to college. Mr. Monk 
bad several hundred dollars with him on 
the Herbert Fuller, and the probability is 
that if he had not awakened and has- 
tened on deck the morningof the tragedy 
there would have been four dead bodies 
lying in the cabins the next day instead 
of three. 

It is reported that Mate Barne advised 
Monk before Bailing from Boston not. to 
go on board the Fuller, but to take a 
steamer for Kosario. 

A telegram has been received from 
Harrington, Me., asking that the bodies 
of Captain and Mrs. Nash be embalmed. 
Decomposition has gone too far fur 
this, but the bodies may be sent 
to "Harrington in sealed caskets. 
It is thought likely that whoever 
is accused of the murder will ho tried in 
Boston. Consul-Ueneral Ingraham re- 
ceived instructions from Washington to- 
night to have all the parties involved 
handed over to the United States 
authorities as soon as possible. The 
managing owner of the Herbert Fuller 
left New York this evening for Halifax. 

The tale of who t transpired on board 
the Herbert Fuller told to the police by 
Monk, which is leaking out by degrees, 
shows that the passenger's lucky star 
was following him on the voyage, else he 
would undoubtedly have been food for 
the fishes or the worms long before this. 
II in fortunate awakening after the scream 
of Mrs. Nash, and the possession of a re- 
volver, saved his life. When he came 
on deck, after discovering the work of 
the murderer, Mate Prune threw a billet 
of wood at him, anil it. narrowly escaped 
striking his head. Monk poin'i'd his 
revolver at Brane, who instantly wilted 
and begged that his life be spared. The 
subsequent proceedings on board are 
substantially as already told. The con- 
viction is growing that Brane was the 
sole perpetrator of the three murders, 
but whether he had inactive accom- 
plices is as yet uncertain. Monk was 
strongly inclined to suspect Wheelman 
Brown, the man first put in irons, but 
nothing has developed so far to fasten 
suspicion on him.

HIS LATEST UTTERANCE 

The people of the Dominion were (old 
by the Grit organs that Mr, Laurier 
would, when he made his great speech 
in St. Johns, let them know clearly and 
distinctly what was truing to be the pol- 
icy of liis Government. Well, that 
speech has been delivered, and what an 
nounoementa have been made? What 
has Mr. Laurier said that has not be 
heard a hundred times before'. 1 About 
the most important subject with which 
the new Government is to deal the Pre- 
mier said absolutely nothing. To the 
thousands who are anxiously waiting to 
hear what course the Government pro- 
pose to take with respect to the tariff, 
Mr. Laurier has not said one word. He 
leaves them in the state of uncertainty 
in which they have been since the result 
ol the election was declared. What 
is the meaning of this ominous silence? 
Have the Government not yet decided 
what their trade policy is to be ; or have 
they determined to pursue a course 
which they know will not be popular 
where the by-elections are to be bel 
and is the Leader instructed to be silent 
on the subject of the tariff until the 
members of the new Government arc 
firmly settled in tln'ir seats? Is the 
policy of reticence and concealment to 
be followed a while longer? Has the 
demon of i .delinitent-ss by which th 
Leader of the Government according t 
the Montreal Star is possessed not yet 
been exorcised? It would Beem so; for 
on the other question in which the 
people of all sections of the Dominion 
are interested the Leader's utterances 
are as misty and unsatisfactory as ever. 

Mr, Laurier did at St. Johns say some- 
thing about the school question. He 
donned the mantle of the prophet and 
confined himself strictly to prophecy. 
Even on this most important topic he 
did not speak spontaneously, tie said 
to the St. John's deputation : " In your 
address you spoke about the school 
question. I thank you for having drawn 
my attention to a question which has 
embittered public opinion for six years," 
The plain inference is that ii th o St. 
Johns people had not reminded him of 
the existence of the school ijuestioii he 
would have said nothing about it. And 
then, instead of frankly telling his hear- 
ers what he proposetl to do regarding it, 
he became oracular. He wanted only 
six months to settle the question with- 
out exciting the prejudices of anybody, 
and at the same time rendering justice 
where justice was due. 

Ab to how he was going to bring about 
this wonderful result he s iid nothing 
that the people had not heard before. 
" Conciliation " is the means to be used. 
Conciliation was a word to conjure with 
when Mr. Laurier was in opposition, 
and was not bound, as he himself said, 
to teach the Government how to get 
over the Manitoba difficulty. He has 
not that motive for being oracular now 
The Tories cannot now use his methods 
or steal his secret. Why, then, is he not 
more open? Why does he not take the 
people into his confidence? Has he 
really nothing to say? Has he formed no 
plan that will bear the light of day for 
conciliating the obdurate Manitobana? 
If Mr. Laurier remains owl-like much 
longer, people will suspect that he nas 
the owl's reason for being inarticulate. 

Perhaps the good people of St. Joints 
were pleased at what Mr. Lxurier said. 
The very significant way in which ho re- 
minded them that the people of the 
Province of Quebec are on top may have 
been quite enough to satisfy them. They, 
no doubt, felt fluttered to hear thatQue- 
bee " holds the reins of power " and that 
she will use her position with justice 
-and moderation. The exordium of his

;1A T UNCONSCIOUS JOKER. 

The Toronto Globe is very solicitous 
about the welfare of the Conservative 
party. It is so kind and considerate as 
to select a leader for it. Sir Charles 
Tapper is so very unfortunate as not to 
meet the approval of the Globe as leader 
of Her Majesty's doyal Opposition. He 
is not the kind of man that it wants to 
see leading the Opposition against Mr. 
Laurier. He is not pleasant and genial 
enough to suit the fastidious organ of 
the Government. His ways are too 
rough and his methods too uncompro- 
mising to meet with the (Jlobe's appro- 
bation. A softer, kindlier, more com- 
panionable and a less austere leader is 
wanted in this latter end of the Nine- 
teenth Century as leader of the Conser- 
vatives. 

The gentleman who lias the honor of 
being chosen by the Grit organ as the 
leader of the Conservatives of the 
Dominion is Mr. Hugh John Macdonald. 
Of " Mr. Maedonald's popularity," says 
the Globe with a seriousness that is 
most edifying, " there can be no doubt. 
He possesses a decidedly amiable dis- 
position and gets the personal regard of 
all with whom he comes in contact, lie 
is not mixed up in past squabbles and 
past misdeeds. He is not only the son 
of his father, but inherits his features 
and his mannerisms in a remarkable 
degree. Whether hepossesses his lather's 
indomitable will and his genius (or 
politics remains to be seen. He cer- 
tainly does not inherit his father's tasle 
for the noble game, for there can be no 
doubt that he is what he is in public life 
against his will." 

Mr. Macdonald must feel highly Hat 
tered with the portrait which the Globe 
draws of him, and must be delighted 
with the honor done him by the chief 
organ of Mr. banner's Government, or, 
as is much more likely, being gifted witl 
a keen sense of humor, bejregards the 
Globe's article as a huge joke. Tl 
reader of the Globe who does not see 
what a fool it was making of itself when 
it choses as leader for the Conservative 
party a man who had inherited his 
father's nose, but not his genius, must 
be the most dull-witted of mortals. Be 
s'des, he must see that the unutter 
ably silly attempt of the organ to dis 
credit Sir Charles Tapper among Conser 
vatives is the highest compliment 
it could have paid him. It shows that 
he and the Grits generally have a whole- 
some dread of the Conservative leader, 
and that they would rejoice to see him 
deposed arid a weaker man and a less 
experienced politician put in his place. 
But the Conservative party has not 
the slightest idea of displacing ,Sir 
Charles Tapper because' the Globe and 
the Globe's crowd are afraid of him, and 
would rather see him anywhere else 
than at the head of the Conservative 
parly. ' 

THE SITUATION IN THE .STATES. 

The political situation in the United 
Slates is serious. Bryan has succeeded 
in getting the Populist nomination in 
St. Louis. The opposition to him at the 
Populist convention was considerable, 
but it Mas by no means formidable. It 
may be safely taken for granted that 
Bryan will get the united support of the 
Populist party in every part of the 
Union. 

Although the Democratic parly is 
hopelessly divided, the liepublicans are 
not acting in such a way as to attract to 
their side the sound money Democrats. 
They appear (o be convinced that Mc- 
kinley will, unaided, be able to carry till 
before him. Butinthis they may be sadly 
mistaken. The silver craze is spreading. 
It has long been known that it has alnwt 
complete possession of the South and 
the West. It is now seen that it is 
getting a firm hold in the Eastern, the 
Northern and the Middle States. The 
idea Si getting cheap money and plenty 
of.it is peculiarly agreeable to the farm- 
ing population of many States. It was 
among the farmers of the East as well as 
the West that the greenback heresy 
gained the greatest number of converts, 
and men who have had the opportunity 
of observing say that free silver has more 
advocates in the East than ever the 
greenbacks had. Even so hard-headed 
and so unimpressionable a man 
as Mr. Whitney views with 
ttlarm the reception which free 
silver is getting in the Eastern States. 
The people seem to be in that state of 
mind that a few speeches from a mag- 
netic orator like Bryan will have the ef- 
fect of indefinitely increasing the free 
silver vote in States that have been 
hitherto considered safe for Bound 
money. 

Some of the leading Republicans still 
insist on giving protection the first place 
in the platrorm of their party. This an- 
tagonizes a largo number of gold Demo- 
crats who could by a little good manage- 
ment on the part of the McKinleyites bo 



lar among the Democrats, has been given 
up. The hope of the truly patriotic and 
level-headed American electors is that 
the men who hold sound views on, the 
currency, who are determined at all 
risks to maintain the credit and the 
honor of the country, will unite to give 
Mr. McKinley such an overwhelming 
majority as will completely discourage 
currency cranks of all parties and all sec- 
tions of the country. This a few weeks 
ago was considered quite feasible, but 
it is now beginning to be thought that 
McKinley will have to fight hard for a 
bare majority. The free silver men are 
every day becoming more confident of 
victory. They now loudly predict that 
the Republican nominee will be soundly 
beaten, and this prediction, frequently 
and confidently repeated, will go far to 
bring about its own fulfilment. 

PHENOMENA L M ISM AN A GEMENT. 

The mismanagement of the City Coun- 
cil with respect to bridge accommodation 
for the citizens is a specimen of their 
way of doing business. After the dread- 
ful Point Ellice Bridge catastrophe, in- 
stead of going to work energetically and 
reopening communication \.ith Victoria 
West and Esquimau, they did nothing. 
They appeared" to be completely paral- 
yzed, and instead of making the best of a 
bail job, they made bad worse. When 
they obtained Mr. Dunsmuir's consent 
to use the railway bridge for ordin- 
ary traffic they did not at once avail 
themselves of his permission. They 
dawdled ami delayed until the 
citizens were completely out of 
patience with them. Then they 
were galvanized into action ami 
instead of putting the railway bridge 
into a condition to hear the city's traf- 
fic they resolved to build a temporary 
bridge alongside the one that had been 
wrecked. They did not go about that 
foolish enterprise in a business-like way. 
They neglected to get the consent of the 
Dominion Government to build the new 
bridge, and now, instead of being able 
to go on with the bridge they have a 
lawsuit on their hands, and if rumor is 
to be depended upon they are likely to 
get into more trouble. Time has been 
lost and money has been wasted and no- 
thing has been done that could not have 
been done within a week or so after the 
bridge disaster. A more pitiable exhi- 
bition of incompetency and short-sight- 
edness than the City Council has dis- 
played in this bridge business it would 
' be difficult to imagine.

R ESIG N ATI ON T E N I) E R E D . 

Honorary Treasurer ol the Jubilee Hospital 
Believes His Services No Lunger 
Required. 

Mr. W . M. Cbudley, honorary treas- 
urer of the Jubilee hospital since the 
establishment of that institution, tend- 
ered his resignation at a meeting of the 
boaid of directors last evening. The 
reasons given were that he considered 
that, at tile last meeting of the board, 
there was a feeling in favor of his retire- 
ment. 

This impression Mr. Alexander Wil- 
son said, he considered was wrong, for not 
only he but every member of tho board 
had the deepest respect for the honorary 
treasurer. He therefore moved that tho 
resignation be reconsidered. 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken con- 
curred with Mr. Wilson, but 
Mr. W. J. Dwyer was of tho 
opinion that the board would be doing 
wrong in not accepting the resignation 
as Mr. Chudley had evidently fully con- 
sidered his action. 

Mr. Yates was another who consider- 
ed that Mr. Chudley had better "sleep 
over" the step, and spoke in very com- 
plimentary terms of the treasurer. 

After considerable deliberation the 
motion of Mr. Wilson was unanimously 
carried. 

Although this matter occupied the 
gtealer part of the meeting it was by no 
means the only business considered.

Judgment of the Admiralty Court 
on a Point of Great 
Importance. 



Consequential Damages Awarded 
Owing to Unjustifiable 
Seizure. 



The case of the Crown vs. the sealing 
schooner Beatrice, Charles Doering own- 
er and claimant, which has just been de- 
ided in favor of the schooner in the 
Admiralty court , is one of special inter- 
est and importance to all interested in 
the sealing industry, inasmuch as it 
establishes the principle that a liability 
for consequential damages rests where a 
schooner has been prevented from com- 
pleting her season's scaling by unjustifi- 
able seizure. The circumstance of the 
Beatrice's case, for which there are sev- 
eral parallels, are fully set forth in the 
judgment of Hon. Theodore Davie, C.J., 
given in full below : 

"This was an assessment of damages 
arising out of the seizure of tho sealing 
schooner Beatrice by the United States 
revenue steamer Rush on the 20th An- 
trust, BSD"). Upon the trial before me of 
the action for condemnation of the ship 
for alleged infraction of the Behring's 
Sea Award Act, 1SW4. f dismissed the 
action on the ground that the seizure 
was unlawful, and I directed a reference 
us to the damages sustained by the own- 
of the Beatrice on account of her un- 
lawful arrest and detention. CSeeExch. 
Rep. Can., vol 5, page 195.) 

' The arrest took place on 20th Au- 
gust, 18!)5, in latitude 5-1.54 north and 
longitude 1158.31 west, whilst the vessel 
was engaged in seal li.-hing. She bad 
then caught 202 seals, having an outfit 
■ ix boats and two canoes and a crew 
of 18 white men, but no Indians. She 
had been fishing since the 2nd of August, 
ind under instructions to the master 
given hv the owner would probably 
have continued fishing until the end of 
the season, which is shown to bo the 
0th September, several of the vessels 
laving continued until that date, inak- 
ng good catches up to the last day; for 
.nstance, the Waller Rich caught 72 
skins on the 9th September, and 30 on 
18th; the Ainoko 137 on tin? 
9th September, 'M on the 17th 
[ 51 on the 19th; the Florence 
M. Smith took B0 on the 20th Septem- 
ber. These vessels were all sealing in 
Jehring Sea the same as the Beatrice, 
;md although they had more boats and 
more men than the Beatrice it is useful 
refer to their catches as showing that 
it would have probably been profitable 
or the Beatrice to have continued seal- 
ng up to the last day. There were some 
orty vessels, including the Beatrice, 
jailing out of Victoria engaged in seal- 
ing that year, and Mr. Godson, whose 
duty it was under the Paris award to 
keep a record of the industry, informs 
us that the average catch per schooner 
was 897.95, or of about 70 to each boat 
or canoe. It has been contended on thq

In the Consett, L. R. 5 P. I)., 
232, where a charter party was lost 
in consequence of detention caused by a 
collision in which the defendant was to 
blame, the measure of damages was held 
extend to the loss of the charter.

The evidence shows that the atients 
for the Beatrice, R. Ward & Co., who 
were also the agents for several of the 
other schooners, sold all of their catches 
at Victoria, and realized $10.25 per skin, 
including the 202 caught by the Beatrice 
before she was seized. I think the same 
price must he allowed the Beatrice for 
her estimated additional catch of 518 
leala, or $5,309.50. From this has to be 
lednctcd $4 per bfkin, which it was 
proved would amply cover all 
expenses of the lay to which the seal- 
ers would have been entitled as 
well as all wages. There will also be 
deducted $74 for the tinned good 8 and two 
barrels of beef ' which would probably 
have been consumed had the Beatrice 
completed her voyage, but which Mr. 
Doering bad restored to him after the 
vessel was released. The remainder of 
the provisions were mildewed, eaten by 
rats and otherwise spoiled whilst the 
vessel was under arrest. There can bo 
no deduction in respect of these. These 
deductions leave a balance of $3,163.50 
in favor of Mr. Doering, for which sum, 
together with interest at the rate of 
per cent, per annum from the 20th of 
September, be is entitled to judgment 
against Her Majesty."

Astonishing; Developments on the 
Crown Point— Important Strikes 
on the Mugwump.

In 
the Cro' j£m funnel where the discovery 
was r jade laHt week a face of ore from 
Slx ' jo eight feet wide had been exposed, 
iU A preparations made to drift on it. 

The. developments on the Crown 
Point since Williamson took charge are 
simply astonishing. The Crown Point 
is to-day a shipping mine, and the ore 
being taken from it averages higher in 
gold than that of the "War Eagle. It has 
one of the finest showings of ore ever 
seen in this camp. It has three stopes 
now just being opened up from the main 
shaft, and these aro from 6)4 to 10 feet 
wide, and running in gold from $80 to 
$70 per ton. 

The Nickel Plate is being rapidly 
got into shape to become a large and 
Bteady producer. All the drifts on the 
50-ioot level have full or nearly full 
faces of ore. 

On tirons-e mountain the Helen has a 
tunnel in 153 feet on the vein and has 
made an upraise to the surface of 75 
feet. The tunnel ia in ore for nearly its 
entire length, as is evidenced by the fact 
that there are 000 tons of ore on the 
dump which will assay $13 per ton. This 
ore is free milling. 

The Gold Star, between Stoney creek 
and Rock creek, is a surprise to those 
who see it. Where the work is being 
done it, has an iron outcrop thirty or 
forty feet wide and where this is bJoken 
into some very handsome ore is exposed, 
some of it having a strong infusion of 
copper. An open cut has been run in on 
the ledge and the bottom of this ia in 
solid ore.

The Miner with the present issue ap- 
pears in enlarged form and with an en- 
tire new dress. It presents a much ini 
proved appearance, and it is to be hoped 
the enterprise of its proprietor will be 
substantially appreciated. 

(From the Rossland Miner.) 
Surface exploration going on in the 
Butte ground for some time has termin- 
ated most successfully. The vein has 
been disclosed in place east and west of 
the shaft, making an admirable showing 
at every point uncovered. Two por 
phyry dykes cross the property east of 
the shaft. Wednesday the workmen tin 
covered a handsome showing of vein 
matter tilled with iron and copper 
pyrites between the dykes, exactly where 
a preliminary survey had indicated the 
course of the vein to he. 

The Miner has positive information 
that there is an option on the Le Roi, 
the price under the option being $2,- 
500,000. 

Some very high grade silver carbonate 
ore is being taken from the Mayflower, 
ft will average 200 ounces in silver and 
carries the usual amount in gold. 

It is certai n that the diamond drill is 
to be extensively employed in prospect- 
ing work in this camp. Recently cen- 
tral ts were taken by Hector Mellite to 
make borings several hundred feet in 
depth on the Great Western and Iron 
Horse claims. This work Mas been ic 
progress two or three weeks and Mr. 
McHae is about making other contracts. 
Bids have just been invited for a $20,000 
diamond drill plant to lie employed 
under the direction of Mr. lid ward 
I'ritchard, a London mining engineer. 

The Josie Mac, on the south side, near 
the Hattie Brown and Lily May, re- 
cently purchased by Spokane people, is 
being developed by a shaft which is now 
down 70 feet. The rock is well mineral- 
ized and there is reason to believe the 
ore body iu hear at hand. 

The condition of the City of Spokane 
ia very satisfactory. The ore body con- 
tinues to be live or six feet wide and the 
quality is growing better every day. 

The shaft on the Peer Park is down 
58 feet and a considerable change in the 
character of the ore is now apparent. It 
carries much more quartz and cupper 
than formerly and also a much higher 
value in gold. 

It looks as though the G. It. Sovereign 
would soiiii join the list of established 
Trail Creek mines. The ledge is 30 or 
10 feel wide and the surface showing 
very line. A sample assay made last 
Thursday showed $10.40 in gold. There 
is a very good copper percentage — 
enough probably to bring the total value 
of the ore up to $20. Some very rich 
specimens of ore were taken out, among 
them being masses of molydenum carry- 
ing free gold. Some of this ore went as 
high as $1,000 to the ton. Sylvanite, or 
telluride of gold, was also found. It was 
altogether the richest ore ever (lis- 
overed in the camp, and natural ly 
aroused deep interest, 
A meeting oi the stockholders ol the 
id Mountain-View Co. was held her-, 
i Tuesday, when the organization was 
perfected and it was decided to resume 
work on the tunnel with W. S. Husking, 
superintendent of the Jumbo, in charge. 

Two important strikes have been made 
mi the Mugwump, a claim lying just 
north of the Iron Mask and east of the 
Pilgrim. In running the north drift the 
men came upon a body of clean iron 
sulphide ore which looked as fresh as if 
it had been 100 feet below ground. Very 
little oxidization had taken place. The 
iron cap had probably been denuded by 
glacial action and a heavy drift deposited 
soon after and thus it remained till the 
time of discovery. The Mugwump people 
also ran an open cut to find the Iron 
Mask lead at a point just east of the 
wagon road near the War Eagle board- 
ing houses. They found a ledge 10 feet 
under ground and got some very good 
ore. The leoge is only three feet wide, 
but is strong and well defined, and the 
ore as-aya well iu gold. 

Rapid progress ia now being made in 
t he construction of the Columbia & Red 
Mountain railroad. Over GOO men tire 
at work at various points along the Hue. 

Three stopes have been opened in iS T o. 
2 tunnel of the War Eagle. Ore is being 
shipped as fast as cars can he got, which 
is only at the rate of about 30 tons a day. 
Three carloads have also been shipped 
from No. 2 shaft on the Irom Musk and 
one carload from No. 1 shaft in the past 
week. The War Eagle ore is hauled over 
to the Le Roi to he loaded on the cars, 
but the Iron Mask ore has to be hauled 
to the depot.

He lias already won 
nearly it ilnzennpcn events, besides making 
a world's record of l minute 'JH seconds fur 
tlio two-thirds of a mile in competition, 
lie is a little, thin fellow, all steel wire, 
and rides with a dnsli a ml ion fide nee bora 
in great part of his continued success.

There is a lit lie woman In 
wiio lias perhaps covered more miles dur- 
ing the spring and summer than has any 
ota, r '.v. unali in An terieii. 

Since the middle of March last Miss 
Rot n bach, who loves nothing better than 
touring through the country, has ridden 
nearly :t,(IUU miles. She is an advocate of 
bloomers, believing that skirts are a nui- 
sance and very cumbersome. She is now 
making arrangements for a tour of the 
White mountains on her wheel some time 
in August. 

Many people who do not ride the wheel 
are wonderfully ignor ant on the subject of 
local urography. They may have learned 
lit school the names of all the capes round 
the coast of South Africa, or they could 
gi ve you a list of tho chief towns in Japan, 
lit!! they could not for t he life of them tell 
you how to get to scores of pretty little 
towns or villages lying within EJO miles of 
their . ivn homes. " Cycling is absolutely 
lU'CKjl tilled asa teacher of geography, and it 
also lias the great ml vantage of converting 
what is often considered n "dry" suhjecl 
Into a most pleasing and fascinating one. 

In course it is possible to cycle very 
much and learn very little, but the ob- 
servant cyclist as he rides gains much val 
liable knowledge of the vicinage in which 
he li\es. 

It is n matter of frequent comment that 
tho safety does m it present the opporluni 
ties for fancy trick riding t hat the ordinary 
did. With all that some very remarkable 
"stunts" have been thought out by Un- 
professional entertainers, one , if the most 
startling of which is performed by thee:: 
p-ert. Lee IUcbarilsou. The rider turns him- 
self around anil suddenly lies down on the 
handlebar, his feet out ahead. In this mi 
comfortable position lie rides, twisting the 
pedals with Ilia hand. Then he turns over, 
so to speak, and takes the almost inde- 
scribable position shown in t be illustration, 
looking as though he was pulling his 
wheel along after him by main force. 

An exceedingly foolhardy feat was ac- 
complished recently by a cyclist named 
Mllltby at Aberdeen, Scotland. He made 
n lengthy and perilous ride on the narrow 
top of the wall of the ocean pier. 

Carelessness in const lug Is apparently on 
tho increase. With fearful frequency wo 
find in the newspapers accounts of terrible 
disasters that befall reckless riders who In 
touring the country coast down steep hills 
and gorge roads with whoso topography 
they arc utterly unticnuuluted. Then- Is n 
road in New Jersey winding down the 
Hudson river palisades on which so many 
lives have been lost that the rugged ravine 
along which it lies lias come to be coiled 
Death's gorge. Coasting is dangerous at 
best, and indiscriminate coasting is fright- 
ful folly. 

The latest device for the production of 
rubber tires, for which an American pa tent 
has been secured, is ollicially described as 
"n protective covering for pneumatic tires 
consisting of a padding over the tin', a cir- 
cumferential spring niotul bund lying upon 
Bald padding and a flexible metallic cloth

MACADAM ROADWAYS. 

Pertinent Observations Which Will Be of 
Interest to Victorians. 

[From the Toronto Mail nnd Empire ] 

There are about seventy-nine miles of 
macadam roadways in this city, and 
Botne of them are in bud shape. The 
basis or Bubstriitmii of them ia all right, 
but the part on which people have to 
walk or ride or drive is far from satisfac- 
tory. Motives of economy have milit- 
ated against their being efficiently re- 
paired, and dab repairs are not good for 
the constitution of a macadam roadway 
unless they are systematic and persist- 
ent. The time seems to have come 
when our macadam roadways shall re- 
ceive a thorough overhauling and be 
made equal, or comparatively equal, to 
the best roads in the city. 

The day of blockpaviug is over, but 
the macadam roadways are well worthy 
of repair. It costs more to haul along a 
bail road titan along a good one— costs 
more in time, in horseflesh, in vehicles, 
and in provender. There is no reason 
why our tradespeople should be put to 
the extra expense that bad roadways en- 
tail. They are taxed heavily enough at 
present, and competition ia keen. To 
say nothihg to the cruelty to animals 
which ia occasioned by this cause, it 
would make a great difference to the mer- 
chants of this city it all the thorough- 
fares were made as good us they ought 
to be. 

Thers is no reason why in wet weath- 
er they should be covered with mud or 
ia a drv season be a desert of rough tin- 
evenness and loose stones. Moreover, 
the present is the best time to lay hold 
of the work and get it done. There is a 
better chance for a road in this country 
than in some, because for four or five 
months out of the year there is no wear 
on it to speak of. Yet there tire mac- 
adam roads which have to stand bard 
work every day and all the year round, 
demonstrating very satisfactorily what 
this kind of paving is equal to. If the 
streets tire made of a proper section, 
rising towards the middle so as to throw 
off surface water, they are equal to or- 
dinary requirements. If the thorough 
doing over that is advocated were ac- 
complished, its effectiveness would be 
demonstrated by the number of bicycle 
riders that would be attracted to out- 
side streets. 

The bicycle is apparently here to stay, 
and there are times when its presence in 
largo numbers on our main streets tends 
to be inconvenient. There will be a 
great many more bicycles next year than 
there are now, and it is important that 
provision should be made for them, if 
only to obviate congestion on the main 
thoroughfares. Instead, therefore, of 
our city presenting the spectacle of an 
assemblage of very good and very bad 
roads, it is desirable that the excellence 
shall he distiibuted to a more liberal 
extent than is the ease now.

Ono Poor Man Whose Daughters Arc ol 
the 1)1(1 Kind. 

A short distance in the country from 
New York is a delight l'ul little resort 
where in summer the proprioh >r puts i lu 
dining tables out under 1 bo trei 9. There, 
embowered in leafy greenness, we sit 
and nibble at tic dainty sandwiches 
and dairy delicacies the place affords at 
our leisure, drinking meanwhile toe de- 
licious home brewed beer for which the 
place is famous. One of the waiters, 
year after year, litis been an aged man, 
clean, gentle nnd kindly. He must be at 
least 80 years old, I should think. Old 
as he is, lie has always seemed us cheery 
and full of hope as a schoolboy. Al- 
ways until the hist time, that is. We 
noticed then that our old friend looked 
very aged and worn — that he scarcely 
noticed even us, who had talked tier- 
mnn with him and thus won his 
heart on former occasions. Ho seemed 
absorbed in a painful and harassing 
anxiety. It was necessary for us to re- 
call ourselves' to his memory before we 
could draw him temporarily out of his 
cloud of gloom. Then the trouble came 
out. The good old fellow had had two 
children, a son and a daughter. Both 
had married and left him. Near the 
same time the son and the son-in-law 
both died, leaving the two women, the 
daughter and daughter-in-law. The 
daughter had two little children. Tin 
aged lather's wife died ten years ago, 
leaving him alone and poor. By econ- 
omy and hard work he managed to pro- 
vide for himself, though his power of 
work was not what it had been. But so 
soon us the son and son-in-law died both 
those two healthy, full grown women, 
the daughter and daughter-in-law, piled 
themselves with the daughter's children 
upon the feeble old man for support. It 
f airly look his breath away. Tears came 
into his kind old eyes and his lean, aged 
hands trembled as he told us the story. 
He was distracted with the attempt to 
get bread to (ill those four months that 
gaped up to him like young bird 
mouths. The women had been brought 
up to believe it was man's place to sup- 
port women, and they saw nothing 
wrong in loading themselves upon him 
and crushing him into his grave. They 
had no trades and no ambition to learn 
any. Tho only work they could do even 
if tiiey wanted to work would be the 
tasks of mere rough labor, scrubbing 
and housccleaniug. But I tun not aware 
that they ever tried to obtain oven rough 
labor. They simply slumped down upon 
that 80-year-old man, and they are kill- 
ing him. They are model specimens of 
the tender, clinging vine. 

Mrs. Roscn- 
feld, a New York woman, allowed her- 
self to become so worried over house- 
eleaning that it threw her into a kind 
of fit or trance, from which it seems 
impossible to arouse her. 

When women have larger affairs and

Seattle, July 28. — The hoard nf pub 
lie works met yesterday in regular ses 
eion am' took up the notification of the 
appropriation by the council for the pest 
house, . for August. The result of the 
conference found expression in a com 
munication to the board of health, it 
which the public works end of the eiD 
government sloughed off the responsi 
bt li ty of keeping the leper .Johnson, and 
cited the resignation of Cuptain barn 
ham. The communication was as fol- 
lows : 

" To tin- Board oj Health, City uf Se- 
attle: 

" Gentlemen — The city council has 
appropriated for the month of August 
the sum of $20 for the maintenance of 
the pest house, to include nursing and 
food of the supposed leprous person now 
confined at said pest house, and as this 
hoard is unable to hire a nurse and pur- 
chase supplies with such an amount we 
hereby notify your honorable board to 
make the proper distribution of the ap- 
propriation. Capt. Farnham has ten- 
dered his resignation as nurse, which 
will take effect on the evening of July 
31. This board will honor requisitions 
to the amount of the appropriation. By 
order of the board. 

" Fit an K Oleson, Secretary." 

The matter of Johnson's disability 
will now be brought up again. The dis- 
ease with which be is afflicted has been 
hotly discussed between two factions in 
this city, each having an official connec- 
tion. Dr. Palmer, as city health officer, 
has contended that the disease is leprosy.

GERMAN CRUISER LOST. 

Abbott Appeals for International Arbitra- 
tion-Position of Chamberlain 
and Rhodes. 

London, July 27. — Gen. Sandoval re- 
ports that iie has been engaged with a 
Buperior number of Cuban insurgents at 
Palma JoseGna and Sidonia, where he 
fought and dislodged the enemy from the 
positions they occupied. The insurgents 
left fifteen killed and the troops had 
three killed, 

A Chefoo despatch says the German 
third class cruiser litis was lost in a 
typhoon on July 2d, ten miles north- 
ward of the Shan Tung promotory, which 
is about seventy-live miles southeast of 
Chefoo. 'Ten of the men were saved. 
All the others, including the officers, 
perished. 

The judgment of tin; privy council in 
tho case of Fielding against Thomas, an 
appeal from Nova Scotia, reverses tho 
judgment of the Nova Scotia courts.

Dr. Gibson, president of the Free 
Church congress, warmly endorsed the 
position of Dr. Abbott.
